The 
scientific 
medical 
profession, being what it is, has to 
put everything into categories or 
classes, and stress is no different. A 
Dr. AAenninger, a psychiatrist, has 
classified 
negative 
reactions 
to 
increased stress by degrees. 
First degree causes nervousness, 
but it doesn't interfere with life too 
much. The situation justkinda bugs 
us mostly, people will react to this 
kind of stress by crying, worrying, 
becoming overanxious, etc. 
Second degree is a little worse, 
and people show signs of escaping 
from reality and in little ways it 
will effect their ability to carry on a 
" n o r m a l" life. 
Third degree manifests itself in 
repetitive 
agressive 
behavior, 
violence, mania or delirium. These 
all are signs the body is giving off 
that say it has enjoyed the situation 
just about all it can stand. 
The fourth degree of severity to 
increased stress can show up as 
chronic anxiety, continuous tension 
headaches, depression, and can go 
all the way to a complete mental 
breakdown. 
Now sooner or later everyone is 
going to have a bunch of these 
symptoms, and they are just the 
body's 
way 
of 
saying 
"cool it 
fellow". Usually these sym p tom s 
will go aw ay just as soon as we 
figure out that the world ain't going 
to come to an end even if a certain 
calamity, which 
probably 
won't 
happen anyway, does occur. 
lf this mental condition persists, 
then it is time to take a long hard 
look at yourself. It m ay involve 
asking and 
answering truthfully 
questions 
like, 
" is 
this fancier 
standard of living really worth all 
of what I am going through down at 
the office", 
or "w ill I 
really be 
ostracized from society if M rs. So 
and So sees a speck of dust in m y 
house?" 
In other words a person needs to 
figure out whether he is paying too 
much for what he is getting, and if 
they are, then some adjustments 
must be made.
